AN ACT to create 84.10225 of the statutesglating to: designating and marking a specified highway route in the
countiesof Rock, Dane, J&rson, Dodge, and Fond du Lac as the Rock Rixa&il $cenic and Historic Route.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:
